- should be vaccinated.

Poplar. The disease, it is said, is 
no more prevelant at the present 
time than in an average year, 
however, several cases have been 
reported in the past few days. 

Encephalitis is a virus disease 
that is believed to be carried 
by several types of insects. -mos- 
quitoes, horse flies, ticks and lice. 
As it spreads from one district 
to another, it is apt to go in the 
direction of the prevailing ‘wind, 
since wind tends to carry insects 
with it. 

The disease, which is of pos- 


sible danger to human. beings, - 
is kseldom encountered: in." the. . 


cold months. For best: protection; 
it is stated, horses shouldbe 


vaccinated in the. early spring: = 


April or May, with vaccination 
affording protection for a” year, 
or possibly a little less than a 
year. Vaccination at this season 
of the year is said to “give pro- 
tection. for the balance of the 
summer after the vaccine has 
had a chance to immunize the 
animal. ,

pioneer of the Orange. Cove dis- 
trict, who had secured his breed- 
ing stock from the famous Whit- 
ey estate at Stockton. The 
Whitney estate Shorthorns had, 
in turn, come from the old North- 
wood farms in Washington, 
which produced . Northwood 
Pride 21st, a bull that Damann 
says established a record for 
all breeds by producing 71 rec- 
ord of merit daughters—that is 
daughters that successively gave 


more milk than their dam and 
sire’s dam. 


COMPARISON GIVEN 

In comparison with other cat- 
tle raised in this area, Damann 
says his milking Shorthons give 
richer milk than the Holstein 
breed, however, production is not 
as great. Hé says that as beef 
animals they compare favorably 
with other types raised locally.

King is a white bull, weighing © 


2600 to 2700. pounds. Standard 
cows of the breed run around 
1800 pounds and steers make ~ 
rapid gains asgbeet animals. 
The milking Shorthorn has no 
single, standardize color. It can 
be white, roan or red; The Amer- 
ican Shorthorn Breeders associ- 
ation registers the beef and milk- 
ing Shorthorn together, howev- 
er, the milking animals have the 
registration prefix, ‘milking’. 
Naturally polled Shorthorns of 


both the milking and beef strain 


have been bred. 


BREEDING EXPERIMENT 


As a breeding experiment, 
Damann has on his ranch a 
heifer that came from a bull 
bred back to its dam. The heif- 
er is a good milk producer, Dam- 
ann states, .but has very poor 
conformation, 

Damann says he has found 
that the milking Shorthorns are 
not bothered by the summer 
heat. They are quite gentle and 
present no special problems of 
feeding or care,

Bill Provides 
For Disposal Of

The House of Representatives 
has passed the Bramblett bill 
which provides for the disposi- 
tion of farm labor camps to pub- 
lic or semi-public”agencies or 
non-profit associations of farmers 
Under the terms of this legisla- 
tion the secretary of agriculture 
will be authorized to dispose 
of farm labor supply camps and 
their facilities under reasonable 
terms and conditions provided 
the purchaser agrees to operate 
and maintain such facilities for 
housing agricultural | workers.

30, 1949. It also permits state

A California Assembly Inter- 
im committee is investigating 
the possible future construction 
of agricultural buildings in 
counties of the state, it was re-— 
ported. this week by Harry J. 
Johnson, assemblyman from, the 
36th district, with a recommen- 
dation from the committee ex- 
pected at the next session of the 
legislature. 

Assemblyman Johnson states 
that a $10,000,000 appropriation 
bill for the purpose of construc- 
ting agricultural buildings fail- 
ed to pass at the last session of 
the legislature because of insuf- 
ficient information concerning 
need for such buildings. 

Under consideration by the 
interim committee-is ‘an act to 
provide state assistance in: cre- 
ating county agricultural cen- 
ters; to apportion funds to coun- 
ties for acquisition of land and 
the construction of needed build- 
ings and facilities for such cen- 
ters. 

“To authorize boards of sup- 
ervisors to establish offices, lab- 
oratories and research facilities; 
to permit the use of buildings 
and facilities by county and 
state agricultural agencies and 
to provide for the construction, 
operation and Maintenance of 
agricultural service units for 
any purpose of a public nature 
and for the benefit of agricul- 
ture within the county.” 


INTERNAL PARASITES 
REDUCE VALUE OF 
MARKET HOGS 


Internal parasites May redute 
the value of market hogs to a 
marked degree, it is stated by 
Robert H. Anderson, Tulare coun- 
ty assistant farm advisor, in 
quoting from a recent survey 
made by the U. §, Department 
of Agriculture, Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industry. 

The loss comes primarily from 
condemnation of affected parts 
in plants operating under Fed- 
eral meat inspection. On the av- 
erage, it is stated, 94 Per cent 
of kidneys and 70 Per cent of 
livers failed to Pass inspection 
in the area studied and one pack- 
er reported a 10 per cent loss in 
lard production ag a result of 
internal parasites,

IMPORTANT FOR BEEF CATTLE

Since the primary function of 
the beef breeding herd is to 
produce calves, and since the 
plan of nutrition is one of the 
principle factors controlling the 
calf crop, the Agricultural Ex- 
tension service of Tulare county 
this week held three range sup- 
lemental feeding meetings in the 
county, near Fountain Springs, 
Springville and Three Rivers. 

This is, as everyone knows, 
a very dry year which in turn 
means the native feed situation 
is bad. The rains that came a- 
round the last of May didn’t help 
the situation at all. In fact, they 
only made the bad feed situation 
worse in a good many areas a- 
round the county. 

NATURAL GAIN 

Cows with calf should gain 
around 100 pounds’ between 
weaning time and calving in 
order to maintain their flesh. 
Heifers generally sspeaking lose 
more weight than cows during 
the first 3 months of location. 
They must not only regain this 
loss, but make additional gain 
before their second calving if 
they are to grow and develop 
normally. For this reason heifers 
are more sensitive to feed defi- 
ciencies than mature cows, and 
many heifers fail to breed under 
poor feed conditions. 

The poorest feed conditions 
usually occur from weaning time 
to the following calving period. 
This period, from a nutritional 
stand point, is very critical and 
should be given careful attention 
when feed is poor. Poor feed

Where green forage is lacking, 
a long dry season. will result in 
vitamin A deficiency, and in turn 
calf losses. The cows and heifers 
may not show the deificiency 
“themselves, but may produce 
weak calves that die soon after 
birth. Noticable vitamin A de- 
ficiency can be quickly overcome 
when green forage becomes avail- 
able or when proper supplements 
are fed.

BROWN ROT GUMOSIS 
DEVELOPS WHEN DIRT 
COVERS BUD UNION 


Brown rot gumosis, or the com- 
monly known gum disease, us- 
ually develops in citrus trees 
when dirt is allowed to pile up 
above the bud union, according 
to.B, C. Moore, assistant Tulate 
county farm advisor. ; 

The Wisease is a fungus that 
develops best in damp, warm 
soil. Since the bud union bark 
is usually somewhat thinner than 
the rest of the tree trunk, the 
fungus more readily enters the 
tree from the ground at this 
point. 


Control method is to keep dirt 


away from the tree trunk down 
to the beginning of root growth. 
After the’ disease starts, the in- 
fected area should .be cut out. 
As a further control method, 
trunks may be painted with a 
solution of two pounds of lime 
and one pound of copper sul- 
phate mixed with water to form 
a thin paste. :

Scaly bark, it was stated, is 
a systemic disease resulting from 
a virus within the organism of 
the infected tree. It is known: to 
spread only through a living 
graft, either of young buds or 
roots of older trees. Itis not. be- 
lieved to he carried in seeds from 
infected trees. — ; 

s LEAF INDICATION 

The scaly bark virus may be 
present in a tree for Many years 
before an outbreak occurs. It is 
stated that the scaly bark in- 
fection can be detected by a 
trained person in new. leaves 
when they are from one-quarter 
to one-third. grown. 

Sealy. bark can never be cur- 
ed, it was stated, although its 
development can be arrested by 
two types of treatment—scrap- 

‘ ing and application of the chem- 
ical, DN 75. Moore stated that 
in the first method, outer bark 
should be scraped to the green 
layer in the infected area and 
for about four to six inches 
around the infection. New bark 
will then grow, although the 
first growth may have a scaly 
appearance. 

The chemical, DN 75 must be 
handled carefully, Moore warn- 
ed, since if improperly used, tree 
damage may result. The bark 
should be first brushed clean. of 
dirt and scaly. particles, then a 
light application applied. x 

STARTS ON TRUNK 

Scaly bark first shows itself 
with a small outbreak of a scaly 
area, usually on the tree trunk. 
Second stage develops as the dis- 
ease spreads over the tree trunk 
and possibly to the branches and 
third stage is shown by deterior- 
ation of the tree top. : 

Treatment can usually be done 
profitably in the first stage to 
good trees, it was stated, but 
when the disease has reduced the 
tree output to a loss basis, or 
before this occurs, it was recom- 
mended that the tree be remov- 
ed. : 

More urged that growers elim- 
inate the possibility of scaly 
bark in so far as possible by 
planting new trees that have 
been inspected for scaly bark,

_ sure that buds come from trees 
that are not infected— prefer- 
ably old trees.

Public Health, and’ 412: bottles 
are being held under quarantine 
awaiting further investigation. 

All stores in: this area were 
ehecked for- the contaminated 
brands following receipt of in- 
formation from: the. California 
Department of Public Health. 


Serious illness and deaths have 
been. reported in other areas of 


the ‘state following consumption 3 


of the contaminated sauce. 

Following are trade names of 
brands: known to be  eontamin- 
ated. Persons having these brands 
in their homes are advised by 
health department officials to 
destroy them: Uoki, Yamaman, 
Red Star, Shim Kikkoman, Pros- 
perity. Red Label, Prosperity 
Blue Label, Marusie, Steinkellner 
Hanamurasaki, Daruma, Hana- 
misume, Hoshi, Tokio Zuki, Lee 
Chop Suey, Hoshi, Starr, Yucca, 
Soya Linda, Maruta Mitsuyo- 
shi and John Sato.
